DYNAMITED. 


General W**yler's Supply Curs Are IJlmvn 


Into Splinters. 


Hava.ua, Feb. 1.-—On Friday one of 


General Weyler's 
supply trains was 


dynamited on the railroad near Cieze, 
north of Cienfuegos. 


Two bombs were exploded under tbe 


engine and four under the train, being 
fired by electricity as the train was 
crossing a trestle. 
The engine wa" 


blown apart and all the cars splintered. 
They roller" over the trestle into the 
ditch, the fall completing what the 
dynamite h?d left undone. 


Out of the guard of ^.J soldiers on 


it 45 were instantly killed or terribly 
injured. The others surrendered, as a 
force of 200 Cubans appeared. 


The train was looted, the insurgents 


securing a small field piece that Gen- 
eral Weyler had just ordered from Ha- 
vana. 
After securing all the provis- 


ions and ammunition the cars were 
burned. 


The prisoners were released and the 


Cuban capU.in sent Weyler a box of 
sweetbread with a polite note. 
The

The big vessel is severely damaged

clares that it has become absolutely 
necessary that a consistent, 
straight 


forward 
and 
deliberately 
planned 


monetary system shall be inaugurated, 
tho fundamental basis of which should 
be: First, that tho present gold stand- 
ard should be maintained. Second, that 
steps should be taken to insure the ulti- 
mate retirement 
of all classes 
of 


United States notes by a gradual and 
steady process, and, so as to avoid in- 
jurious conteraotion of the currency or 
disturbance of the business interests of 
the country, and that until such retire- 
ment provision should be made for a 
separation 
of the revenue and note 


issues by the treasury department. 
Third, that a banking system be pro- 
vided which should 
furnish 
credit 


facilities to every portion of tho conn- 
try and a safe and elastic circulation, 
and especially with a view o£ securing 
suoh a distribution of the loanable cap- 
ital of the country as will tend to 
equalize the rates of interest in all 
parts thereof 
for tho 
purpose 
of 


effectively .promoting the above ob- 
jects."—Resolutions introduced at the 
Monetary conference held in Indianap- 
olis on January 12th and 13th, 1897.

stand it upon a canister to give it the 
necessary elevation. Through tho flat 
cork oil the surface of the water is a 
stout straw, which transversely supports 
one of the same diameter. To tho, latter 
ore attached two other straws of smaller 
diameter, each of these having a bit of 
straw about an inch in length attached 
to the end at an obtuse angle, with the 
outlets cut on the slant to facilitate the 
exit of the water. 


All the joints are hollow and are 


made water tight with sealing wax. The 
ends of the transverse straw are like- 
wise closed with the wax, but the ends 
of the depending straws arc loft open. 


Now, to start this unique homemade 


apparatus inaction, let two persons suck 
the open cuds of tho depending straws 
until the water begins to flow, aud when 
they take their mouths away the device 
will begin to revolve, wlAlo the water 
pours .steadily from the open ends. 


This revolving 
siphon will soon 


empty tho tumbler, but yon may keep 
the action up as long as you please by 
pouring water in as fast, as the straws 
let it pour out.

The King: Mountains of the Moon. 
The moon is ivully and truly a great 


planet of mountains, its whole visible 
sin-face being dotted with elevations of 
curious shapes and of extraordinary 
height. We say ;'its whole visible sur- 
face" and hasten to explain that we 
make this statement simply because tho 
eye of man has never seen but one side 
of the surface of the moon. What we 
see convinces ns that the little planet is 
vxtrcmely mountainous, for on the 
"end" exposed to our view there are no 
less than 30,000 peaks, varying in 
height from 
2,000 feet to 4 miles. 


When we consider the fact that this lu- 
uariau world is only one thirty-second 
part as large as the earth we can easily 
see why it deserves the title of the. 
"planet of great mountains. " There is 
a peculiar thing about these 30,000 
ruoeii peaks. Kach and every one of 
them has a ringlike form, the open end 
of the conical point being of greater or 
lesser diameter, according to the height 
of the mountain. In a low grade tele- 
scope these peaks resemble true volca- 
noes, but when viewed through a high 
grade glass it is seen that the depres- 


j siou in the center of the queer "ring 
! mountain" is often so great as to be bo- 
low the general level of the surrounding 
country. The depth of these depressions 
is calculated in a curious manner—by 
figuring- on the relative shadows they 
cast when the. sun is shining full upon 
them. The diameter of these "ring 
mountains" varies greatly, some of the 
larger ones being 50, 100 or even 150 
miles, while (lie smaller look like post 
lioles when viewed through a good tele- 
scope.—St. Louis Republic.

the bill. 


It is admitted that "Si majority of the 


senate favor the bill and will vote for 
it if it comes to a vote, but whether 
they will voluntarily deprive them- 
selves of a night's rest to insure its 
passage remains to be seen. 


Senators Vilas and Turpie will op- 


pose the bill by all the means at their 
command and will filibuster to prevent 
ItB passage. They wili also have assist- 
ance from other senators. 


If the Nicaragua bill does not reach 


a vote by the middle of the week 
there will be great pressure to get up 
other measures. 


The bankruptcy bill has the advan- 


tage of having been made a special or- 
der for last Monday, an effort will be 
made on this account to have it given 
right of way after the Nicaragua hill 
is disposed of. 


Some senators hope to supplant this 


bill with the subject of the Hawaiian 
cable, and others with the Pacific rail- 
road commission bill.
